MEXICAN GENERALS 
ARE NOW FRIENDLY 


Hold the Good of Their Country 
Above Personal Ambition 
and Petty Jealousy 


Washington.—Not only Government 
officials, but representatives here of 


all Mexican factions, expressed more]? 


confidence than ever before that 
peace at last was in sight in Mexico. 
Relations between Generals Carranza 
and Villa were pronounced as friendly 
by Felicitos Villareal, sub-secretary 
of the treasury in the Constitutional 
Government. He declared General 
Carranza was paying the wages of 
Villa’s men and supplying him with 
ammunition, 

“Within the past fortnight,’ said 
Villareal, “General Carranza sent two 
million pesos to General Villa? and de- 
livered to his representatives at Tam- 
Pico 2,000,000 rounds of ammunition.” 

Some doubt has been expressed by 
border representatives over the fact 
that agents of Villa were purchasing 
ammunition for him. Local Constitu- 
tionalists said Villa’s representatives, 
as well as agents of other division 
commanders, shipped arms directly to 
the various forces, but that general 
authority and sanction for the pur- 
chases came from General Carranza. 


Vera Cruz.—Alfredo Breceda, rep- 
resentative of General Carranza, ar- 
rived here from Havana, accompanied 
by F. R. Villavicencio, who has been 
secretary of Rafael Zubaran. Both 
denied General Carranza intends com- 
ing to Vera Cruz, and said it is im- 
probable he will go to the capital for 
at least two months. , 

It is Carranza’s plan, they declared, 
somewhat after the manner of Madero 
at the close of his successful revolu- 
tion and upon the assumption of the 
provisional Presidency by Francisco 
de la Barra, to visit tewn after town 
in Mexico personally to reassure the 
inhabitants and also’ to impress on 
them the fact that the Constitutional- 
ists have been victorious. 

Carbajal, through the Brazilian min- 
ister in Mexico City, officially de- 
clared he was willing to transfer the 
executive power to Carranza and had 
sent a delegate, Reginaldo Cepedato, 
to arrange with the Constitutionalist 
chief. 

Carbajal reiterated he merely want- 
ed an amnesty for political offenders 
and guarantees for the safety of the 
property of the people who had sup- 
ported Huerta. 

Carranza, through the American ¢on- 
sul accompanying him, manifested his 
readiness to be lenient with the foes 
of the Constitutionalists and give the 
desired guarantees. 

Villa, in a message phrased in most 
courteous terms, spoke of his desire 
to see peace established on a basis of 
justice and liberty, and gave assur- 
ances that he would do his utmost to 
restore normal conditions. 

‘Communication with Zapata has 
been difficult, but official word has 
been obtained from him in which he 
manifests a desire to join with the 
Constitutionalist chief in rehabilitat- 
ing the governmental machinery 
throughout Mexico.

An optical telegraph intended to fill 
the place of the telephone for talking 
with a deaf person has recently been 
Invented by a deaf and dumb married 
couple. It consists essentially of a 
keyboard, as in a typewriter, through 
whose keys single electric currents 
pass. In each circuit is included an in- 
candescent lamp with a flat surface, 
bearing a letter of the alphabet or a 
Roman numeral. Pressing any key 
‘| causes the corresponding lamp to glow. 
Thus words and sentences are spelled 
out and numbers are formed. 

The keyboard can be operated as 
fast as that of an ordinary typewriter, 
so that with practise communication 
becomes very smooth and rapid.

Famous American Roads. 

Something over 200 years ago there 
was built the first great American 
highway, “the old York road,” be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia. 
The construction of this famous road 
in 1711 was an example that led the 
colonists at other points along the At- 
lantic seaboard to make similar roads 
where there were no water routes. 
For the most part these roads were 
built by chartered companies, and 


-were called turnpikes or toll roads. 


Pennsylvania, Connecticut and New 
Jersey had many roads of this kind. 

The first macadamized road in this 
country was constructed in 1792 be- 
tween Philadelphia and Lancaster. In 
1811 there were said to be 4,500 miles 
of chartered turnpikes in New Eng- 
land and New York. During the next 
20 years the government expended 
many millions of dollars in construct 
ing great highways, but the panic of 
1837 and the building of highways 
and canals put an end to that branch 
of the government work.
